See for example, U.S. Publication 
No. 20040034248 or U.S. Patent No. 6,846,950, which fail to teach or suggest the 
claimed gabapentin hemisulphate hemihydrate, or any associated technology, such 
that use of gabapentin hemisulphate hemihydrate in the preparation of gabapentin form- 
ll.
